Line elevator companies have 
forwarded to the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment urging that barley grow¬ 
ers be compensated for financial 
losses which they will suffer as a 
result of the embargo placed on 
barley exports by the feeds admin¬ 
istrator. Cecil taKfiont, president 
of the North West Line Elevators 
Association called to attention of 
the government the resultant loss 
to. the growers of barley of the 
premium of approximately 40c per 
bushel which the U-S. market 
shows over the Canadian ceiling 
price. It is also indicated that the 
farmer will lose the malting jirem- 
ium on a large quantity of malting 
barley now produced in Western 
Canada for export. 

The North West line elevators 
association recommended that 
barley producers be advised im¬ 
mediately as to ti e steps proposed 
by the government to compensate 
the gtower for the financial losses. 

An agricultural department of¬ 
ficial said on Monday that the ex¬ 
port embargo placed on barley on 
Thursday was imposed because 
barley was needed in Canada. Plac¬ 
ing of this embargo was the first 
step to insure sufficient supply in, 
Canada to protect the livestock 
piogram. If farmers suffered any 
loss, the adjustment would in an 
probability be arranged.

A recommendation was made to 
the U.S. Congress by President 
Truman that the more than $42,- 
000,000 lend lease aid given by the 
U.S. to its allies, should mainly be 
written off the books. The admin¬ 
istration gave as its reasons for 
this recommendation the belief 
that it had received three things 
more important than a dollar bas¬ 
is settlement. They were: 

1. Victory over Germany and 
Japan. 

2. More than. $5,600,000,000■ 
through last' March in reverse lend 
lease. 

3. A commitment from all na¬ 
tions receiving lend lease to join 
in organizing post-war Internation 
al trade on a basis of lowering bar¬ 
riers.

sirable phase of the term of compulsory training. He 
says: “Canada’s northland, highways, forests, and' 
water resources would benefit greatly through train¬ 
ing of young engineers and workers in training. 
Properly conceived and executed, youth in training 
could remake Canada in the next half century. These 
youths would know their Canada bettpr." 

Almost all whose opinjpn is asked seem to feel 
that the. development of national spirit and a know¬ 
ledge tf£ Canada, are supremely important aims of 
any training course. Some suggest troop movement 
across Canada, similar to that which has prevailed 
during the war. It is suggested that the French 
and English speaking races be brought together 
nioro closely. 

P. J. Philip, Ottawa correspondent for the New" 
York Times, raises a doubtful voice when he says; 
/‘None of the English-speaking nations ever impos¬ 
ed compulsory training in peacetime, and yet their 
armies proved more enterprising and enduring in 
war than any of the trained conscript armies of Eui 
ope. France invented compulsory'service in its mod¬ 
em form and -thoA'.ernians who perfected it, have 
perished by it. In the mysteiy of human relations it 
would seem that the power to maintain conscript ar¬ 
mies in peace-time is too great to be safely trusted 
even to good government.’*’ 

Elmore l’hiipott also interject a warning note 
when he says: “Nothing could be so disastrous for 
the world as a concealed arptaroent race amongst the 
victors of the recent war. The aim should be u 
world police army responsible to electors of all 
countries.” 

There is always the overhanging thought that if 
all nations adopt compulsory military training, 
there will be little relative advantage in “prepared¬ 
ness.” Rut such training could bring immediate 
peace-time returns if development of natural resour¬ 
ces, as Mr. Long suggests, were made a part* of the 
disciplinary training.

This is a typi¬ 
cally Western Weekly, founded in 
11(05 and today has a circulation oi 
90,000.

Liquor Quota 
Increased 

Corresponding Action Taken in 
Most Wet Provinces. Don’t * 
Break Windows, the Supply 
Might Last 

Acting Premier Fallow announc¬ 
ed on August 28 that the hard li¬ 
quor ration would be increased 
from the mickey a monthjo 52 
ounces. The joker in the deck is. 
that its present price, quantity and 
the generous content of water will 
prevail and permit holders will be 
supplied just as long as the sup¬ 
plies are available. Mr. Fallow 
indicates that no additional Scotch 
whiskey would be available but an¬ 
ticipates a slight increase in rye. 
The present increase will have to 
be furnished from liquors other 
than whiskey and will consist 
mostly of gin. Permit holders 
who purchased their August and 
September quota’s thus month will 
be allowed an additional 39 ounces 
in September. Beer quotas remain 
the same. 

B.C., Manitoba and Ontario have 
also increased their quota to 52 
ounces a month and Quebec will 
continue on its happy and suffic-. 
ient allotment of 40 ounces every 
two week*. 


Migratory Birds 
Regulations 

Hon. J. A. Glen, Minister of 
Mines and Resources hps just re¬ 
leased the regulations regarding 
migratory birds for the 1945 sea¬ 
son. Open season on ducks, geese 
(other than Ross’ goose) rails and 
coots. 

In that part of Alberta lyin* 
north of the right bank of the 
Athabaska River going down 
stream to its intersection with the 
north boundary of township 72 and 
north of the north boundary oi 
township 72 from the Athabaska 
River to its inter-section with the 
interprovineial boundary bet wee A 
Alberta and Saskatchewan: Front 
one hour before sunrise September 
3 to one hour (after sunset Novem¬ 
ber 24. 

Throughout the remainder of 
the Province of Alberta: From one 
hour before sunrise September 15 
to one hour after sunset^December 
16th. - l * 

Regulations also point out that 
no person shall sell, expose for 
sale,buy, trade or traffic in 'any 
migratory game bird at any time. 

Migratory gafne birds killed dur¬ 
ing the open season may be pos¬ 
sessed in Alberta at any time, but 
the onus of proof that the birds 
possessed were lawfully killea 
shall be on the person having the 
birds in his possession. 

Bag Limits 

Ducks, 20 in any-day, of which 
. not more than 10 shall be species 
other than Mallards; Geese, 5 in 
any day; Coots and Rails, 25 lit 
any day; Wilson’s Snipe, 5 in any 
day; and not more than 150 Ducks 
or more than 25 Geese, or more 
than 100 Rails and Coots in the 
aggregate, or more than 100 Wil¬ 
son’s Snipe in one season. 

No one sh^ have in his posses¬ 
sion at any time more than- 60 
ducks. ,

The penalty for violation of the 
migratory bird laws is a fine of 
not more than three hundred dol¬ 
lars and not less than ten dollars, 
or imprisonment for a term not ex¬ 
ceeding six months, or both fine 
and imprisonment. 

Lifting of rationing on shotgun 
shells will allow many hunters to 
enjoy hunting after a long lapse at 
that sport. I ocal dealers report a 
good supply and variety of shells 
which will be available to the pub¬ 
lic after August 31.

A demonstration of haying 
equipment was demonstrated at 
Lethbridge Experimental farm re¬ 
cently, with all the farmer of the 
.countryside attending. 

Demonstrated were a combina¬ 
tion tractor sweep and tractor- 
sweep stacker which, on a conser¬ 
vative est mate, will stack 60 tons 
in a 10-hour day with one man on 
the stack, one on the sweep and 
one on the sweep stacker. The lat¬ 
ter machine picks up the bunched 
hay and puts it anywhere on the 
stack that the stack-man wants it. 
without the use of any other stack¬ 
ing equipment. .It will build a 
stack any size and make it about 
20 feet h'gh. 

The baler demonstrated was a 
three-man affair, one man on the 
tractor and two on the baler hand¬ 
ling the tie wires. It is claimed for 
the baler that it will bale the hay 
when it is quite green if it is fair¬ 
ly dry, and that as a result a 
much better quality of hay, retain¬ 
ing more of the carotene and vita¬ 
mins, can be harvested. 

Experimental Farm officials are 
working on improvements to these 
haying devices.

In January, 1944, we announced 
our intention to offer to fanners a 
seed examination service including 
consideration of disease and weed 
seeds as well as of germination. We 
have devoted the past year and a 
Iialf to studying methods and secur¬ 
ing the necessary equipment and 
wul be ready to proceed^with the 
work this fall. Ours is the only 
laboratory in Canada offering a 
service of this kind. Besides making 
tests for smut and mechanical 
damage to seeds, we shall examine 
all samples coming-out of the germ- 
inators for disease symptoms and 
advise respecting seed treatment 
accordingly. This service is pro¬ 
vided without charge. 

It is very important that farmers 
inspect their own fields and, if 
doubtful about the type of smut 
present, send a sample direct to 
line Elevators Farm Service, Win¬ 
nipeg, or take it to a local Line 
Elevator agent who will forward it 
to us foi identification. 

Losses caused by cereal smuts are 
very great and, with the exceptions 
of loose smut of wheat and true 
loose smut of barley, they can be 
controlled with comparatively little 
trouble and expense. - 
Ask your local Line Elevatoi 
agent for a leaflet dealing mor r 
■‘ully with this subject in which tin 
various smuts are described.
